Q. I am a textile worker. On a 
poster put up by our company, it was 
stated that the company would pay a 
tax of 1 per cent on employes’ sala- 
ries. Is that right, or do employers pay 
&o per cent and the employes 1 per 
cent? L. M. K. 


A. For old age retirement reserve 
account, employes pay 1 per cent of 
their salaries in 1937,.1938 and 1939; 
11-2 per cent of their salaries in 1940, 
1941, 1942; 2 per cent in 1943, 1944, 
1945; 21-2 per cent in 1946, 1947, 
1948; 3 per cent in 1949, and each 
year thereafter. Employers deduct the 
employe’s payment at the time that 
the salary is paid, and adds a like 
percentage. Both contributions are 
transmitted by the employer to the 
collector of internal revenue of the dis- 
trict. The excise tax under Title IX 
of the social security act (which deals 
with federal state unemployment com- 
pensation) is paid entirely by the em- 
ployer. It is 1 per cent of the pay roll 
in 1936; 2 per cent in 1937, and 3 per 
cent in 1938 and thereafter. It is 
levied on employers of eight or more 
persons on 20 or more calendar days 
each in a different week in a calendar 
year. 
. Q. Does a man -now over 65, and 
em ployed, have to pay the federal old 
age pension tax, beginning January 1, 
1937? Does his employer have to pay 
tax on the employes salary for 1936? 
2 hh 

A. A person over 65 on January 1, 
1987, is not eligible for old age retire- 


ment benefits under the social se- |} 


curity act and neither the employe or 
emploser make contributions on his 
salary. 

Q. How does a man register under 
the social security act, who draws 
part-time salary from two or more 
concerns? That 1s, his total salary 
being divided or apportioned among 
two or more companies under the same 
direct management. D. B. L. 

A. An employe who is employed by 
two or more employers files one ap- 
plication for account number on 
which he gives the names and ad- 
dresses of all employers. 

Q. I am operating a small business, 
employing one person at $6 a. week. 
I have filled out employer's blank, 
and had employe to fill out his. Is 
there anything further that I am re- 


quired to do under the social security 
act ? ; | 

A. Beginning with the month of 
January, 1937, an employer must file 
monthly tax returns with the collector 
of intefmal revenue of his district and 
must send to the collector the cohtri- 
butions of himself and his employe 
at the following rates: 1 per cent in 
1937, 1938, 1939; 11-2 per cent in 
1940, 1941, 1942; 2 per cent in 1943, 
1944, 1945; 21-2 per cent in 1946, 
1947, 1948; 3 per cent in 1949, and 
each year thereafter. Full instructions 
and. all necessary tax return blanks 
and information blanks will be sent 
you by -the government in January, 
1937, but if not received, you must 
obtain them from the United States 
collector of internal revenue of your 
district. wi 

Q. Two partners own and operate 
a multigraph shop with four employ- 
es. Must the employes execute form 
and pay tax? Must the owners of the 
partnership execute their form and 
pay a matching tax? Are the partners 
supposed to execute Form X-5 and 
received personal benefit? K. T. 

A. Employers of one or more em- 
ployes are subject to the old age re- 
tirement provisions of the social se- 
curity act. Employes should file Form 
SS-5, application for accouut number, 
and the employers file Form SS-4. 
Members of a partnersbip must deduct 
the wages of employes, the employe's 
contributions to the old age retire- 
ment. reserve account and must match 
these contributions with an equal con- 
tribution, transmitting both to the 
collector of internal revenue of the 
district. Bona fide members of a part- 
nership are not classified as employes 
and should not file Form S8S-5 for 
themselves. Officers of a corporation 
are classified as employes.

Q. i 8 my husband who has 
been in business for himself for many 
years, should at the age of 60, lose 
his business, after contributing to so- 
cial security benefits for bis employes 
over a number of years. Would he 
have any persons! recourse under the 
act? W. EK. A. 

A. Employers do not recover any of 
the money paid into the old age retire- 
ment reserve account as contribu- 
tions on employes’ wages, nor are self- 
employers eligible for benefits under 
the old age retirement provisions of 
the social sééurity ac * 


Q. Further reference to above. If 
my husband has mortgaged all his 
insurance to hold his business, und I, 
as his wife, am thereby left without 
any means of support, is there any 
+ erage for me under the act? W. 


A. The only persons eligible for old 
age retirement benefits are employes 
working in included employments 
within the United States who have 
not reached the age of 65 on January 
1, 1937. Provisions for the needy aged 
are made through the Georgia Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, Atlanta, Ga. 


Q. The man mentioned in above 
questions has two daughters who have 
never supported themselves. In the sit- 
uation described above they too, are 
left without means. Is there any way 
for them to benefit? W. K. A. 

A. There is no way in which per- 
sons who have never been employed 
can benefit under the social security 
act, unless state aid is possible on ac- 
count of need, through the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare, Atlanta, 
Georgia.

PARIS WANTS SLASH 
AND LOAN FROM U. 8. 

PARIS, Dec. 1.—(#)—France will 
offer the United States approximately 
$536,000,000, parliamentary circles 
forecast today, in full and final set- 
tlement of her war debts. 

Members of the chamber of deputies 
indicated the offer would not be made 
in cash but in equal annual instal- 
ments over a 20 or 25-year period 
with no additional interest added dur- 
ing this time. 

France has expressed official inter- 
est in reopening the war debt ques- 
tion but has been told any negotia- 
tions must await the return to W sh- 
ington of President Roosevelt, a Unit- 
ed States embassy spokesman said. 

French financial circles said the 
likeliest settlement plan would be to 
scale down the debts to the lowest 
possible figure and then turn the 
sums due into a loan. 

The amortization period of the re- 
phrased loan was expected to be much 
shorter than under the Mellon-Beren- 
ger agreement of April 29, 1926, which 
envisaged complete settlement by 1937. 

Although no estimates of the scaled 
down figures have been made, most 
French observers agreed the sum must 
be nominal enough for Blum to con- 
vince the nation the debt could be paid 
without bringing ruin to already over- 
burdened taxpayers. .

FLIGHT TEST PLANNED 
FOR LARGEST BOMBER 


U. S. Army’s ‘Flying Fort- 
ress’ Has Wingspread of 
105-Feet. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Déc. 1.—(P)}— 
The world’s largest bo r—a 16- 
ton “dreadnaught of thé air”’—was 
groomed today for its inaugural flight, 
a gruelling test in which skilled army 
fliers will send it through its paces. 

The huge fighting craft was built 
here as the first of 13 such four- 
engined “flying fortresses” for the 
army. Weather conditions and last- 
minute adjustments delayed the test 
flight which was set for today. 

The bomber. known as YB 17, is 
one ton heavier and has 1,000 more 
horsepower than its predecessor, the 
ill-fated 229. which fell during tests 
at Dayton, Ohio, October 30, 1935, 
killing two men. 

Engineers said they believe the new 
aerial battleship may surpass. the 
sneed of the “229.” which averaged 
232 miles an hour on a non-stop flight 
from here to Dayton without attempt- 
ing any speed marks. : 

The YB 17 is designed to carry 
2.000 pounds of high explosives, de- 
liver it to a target 1.500 miles away 
and return to its base. 

It has five machine gun turrets and 
carries its bombs in the fuselage, drop- 
ping them through trap doors. It 
has a wingspread of 105 feet, is 70 
feet long, 15 feet high and has four 
1,000-horse power motors.

Firemasters’ Action. . 

The grand jury's findings came after 
the board of firemasters of city coun- 
cil, in a partially complete report of 
its probe, had failed to make any crit- 
icism of the fire. department and had 
deleted from the report four critcisms 
included by the committee composed 
of Councilman Howard Haire, Alder- 
man John W., Ball Jr. and Councilman 
C. M. Bolen. 

The firemasters are scheduled to 
meet at 6 o'clock tonight to give fur- 
ther consideration to its mass of evi- 
dence gathered in public hearings. A 
preliminary report on needed appara- 
tus will be submitted by Chief O. J. 
Parker, Councilman Howard McCutch- 
eon and John W. Greene, fire protec- 
tion engineer. 

Fipding that the fire department 
answered all alarms in the Cable 
blaze promptly, the jurymen yester- 
day declared the crowd which gather- 
ed to watch the fire had not hampered 
the firemen in hoisting the aerial lad- 
ders, 

However, they found that “there 
was a lack of proper co-operation 
on the part of the police department 
with the firefighters in clearing the 
Streets of vehicular traffic and pe- 
destrians, and in failure to rope off 
properly all the necessary areas around 
the fire and fire-fighting equipment. 
There were an insufficient number 
of police officers present in the early 
stages of the fire and a lack of com- 
petent direction of police efforts aft- 
er a sufficient number of officers had 
arrived on the scene.” 

From these criticisms, the grand 
jurymen concluded that “both the fire 
and the police department of Atlanta 
should be taken entirely out of poli- 
tics and that both departments should 
be placed under the sole direction of 
a director of public safety, who should 
be appointed by the mayor with the 
advice and consent of city council. 

“Such a director of public safety 
should have the absolute power to hire 
and fire, and should be responsible 
for his actions solely to the mayor of 
the city of Atlanta. Chiefs of both 
departments should be appointed by 
and be responsible to such a director 
of public safety, and both chiefe 
should be placed beyond the ‘reach of 
political influence from any “source 
whatsoever,” 

Narrow Stairway. 

Though the narrow stairway of the 
Cable building from the second to the 
first floors ‘“‘did not result” in injury 
or harm to any in that particular 
fire, the grand jurors asserted re- 
duction in width of the stairway 
should never have been allowed. 

The jurors stated® they found the 
Cable building met the fire require- 
ments of existing laws with ‘the ex- 
ception that a staircase leading from 
the front sixth floor down was not 
marked properly as a means of esvape. 
“Evidence given to the grand ‘jury 
leads us to believe this exit way un- 
marked,” they said. The fire began 
in the penthouse of the freight ele- 
vator, they declared, but was of un- 
known origin. 

A number of witnesses told the 
grand jurors of several buildings in 
the city which are ‘‘fire traps,” and

of such places should be compiled by 
fire inspectors immediately after a 


thorough inspection and that the. list | 


be kept on file with the city clerk 
for public information.

They recommended that the number 
of fire inspectors be increased from 
the present four to eight, and that 
written reports of their inspections be 
made a part of a permanent record.

Good hours and wages for all gov- 
ernmental employes as a standard for 
private business were urged last night 
by Congressman Robert Ramsptck be- 
fore city and county workers, who a‘s> 
heard Arnold 8S. Zander, national 
president of the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployes, plan “public service as a Cca- 
reer” for members of his organization. 

The fifth district congressman, at a 
meeting at the Labor Temple rn 
President Zander, declared he wil 
work on a national scale to bring 
about better pay and working condi- 
tions for all employes of governmental 
divisions in an effort to better the 
wages and hours of private business 
employes. 

Dr. Charles R. Adams, chairman of 
the Fulton county commission, told 
the Atlanta members of the federation 
that “Fulton county hopes to give its 
employes an eight or ten per cent in- 
crease in pay next year to meet the 
rising costs of living.” 

Mayor-nominee Hartsfield, 


when he takes office in January, wel-

Coal miners go down’ the deep 
shafts, and light their way aboot with 
lamps of one kind or another. Elec- 
i trie lights are in wide use in modern 
| coal mines, but flame-lamps are also 
| employed in many mines. The flame- 
‘lamps are of the “safety” type. They 
do not supply a very bright light, 
' but they are valued because they give 
| warning of ‘‘fire-damp.”

If air in a coal mine éontains™ 
from 5 to 22 per cent of firédamp,~”” 
there may be an explosion from a 
flame or a spark. The most danger- 
ous mixture is about 9 per cent of 
fire-damp in the air. 


Miners are not able to trust their 
sense of smell to tell them when there 
ia a dangerous mixture of fire-damp 
in a certain part of the mine. That 
is why the safety-lamp has proved 
useful. Changes in the flame give 
warning about fire-damp. 

The safety-lamp was invented by 
an English scientist, Humphrey Davy, 
more than a century ago. A fine 
metal “mesh” around the flame is a 
guard against explosion, but the flame 
grows taller when the lamp is carried 
through air containing just a little 
fire-damp. If the color of the flame 
changes to blue, is is a still stronger 
warning. Fire-damp is lighter than 
air, and tends to rise towgrd the mine 
ceiling. Often the gas is present in 
dangerous amount in coal-mine tun- 
nels which slope upwards, 

The care taken to guard against 
fire-damp explosions has cut down the 
danger, but they still happen now and 
then, and bring loss of life. In our

Movement—Bend right knee, grasp- 
ing inside of the heel with the right 
hand so that the elbow is on the in- 
side of the knee. The foot will now 
be about 12 inches off the floor. Now, 
extend the right leg until the knee 
is straight, or as nearly straight as 
you can make it. The heel should be 
about three feet off the floor. Ben 
the knee back until the heel is again 
12 inches off the floor, then repeat 
exercise. During the exercise the other 
leg remains straight out on the floor.

WASHINGTON, Monday.—lI have literally been flying around the jast 
24 hours. I left here yesterday afternoon and had an amusing experi- 
ence in the bus driving up from the Newark airport to the Pennsylvania 
station. A lady next to me suddenly said: 

“tl went to Washington just a year ago to interview you. 1 am not 
a regular reporter, but arrangements had been made for me to see you, 
when you left suddenly to fly somewhere. It has been jnteresting for 
me to see you in the same plane today when I did not need to see you.” 

She then went onto say: “I have been abroad all summer and it was 
a satisfying trip, for it is the first time in many years that I have found 
respect and admiration for America and its policies in many countries.” 

1 went to my daughter’s house and stayed there until she left with 
her husband for the train, It was not exactly a quiet departure and I 
still marvel at what she had accomplished in two days. They did not 
definitely decide to leave until Friday and they got off Sunday night. 
They made all arrangements for the moving of their household goods, 
all the plans for the children and packed most of their personal belong- 
ings to take with them. Friends kept coming in andthe telephone kept 
ringing all the late afternoon and evening up to the final moment of 
departure! 

The children behaved like little soldiers. Thev had wanted very much 
to join the family in Seattle for Christmas but it has been decided that 
they had better stay here until after the inauguration. Both of them 
tried very hard to say cheerful goodbyes when they went to bed.
